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MESSAGE FROM THE HEADMASTER 


Dear Alumni: 

I am glad to report that the current school year has been an unusually satisfac¬ 
tory one. In fact, at the moment of writing it seems to me to be one of the best 
we have had for a long time. 

As I pen these lines Spring Clean-Up Day is in full swing outside my window. 
It was organized and implemented efficiently, thoroughly, and with a minimum of 
what is usually referred to as ‘Tuss and feathers”. The spirit throughout seemed 
to l)e one of a proper pride in doing our own work, cleaning up our own backyard 
and a desire on the part of each pupil to contribute as full a share as possible to 
the common welfare. So far as I can see no untoward incident has occurred. 

Clean-Up Day, besides being one of the distinctive projects of the School, is, 
as you will remember from your own experiences, a rather significant index of the 
true spirit of the School. There have been years when we have had to dragoon 
many groups in the School, particularly among the older students, into taking part 
in it. When there is even a slight amount of uncooperative or rebellious feeling 
concealed in the student body, it is sure to show itself at this time. The fact that 
nothing of the sort has taken place this year, that in fact all evidence seems to point 
in the opposite direction, is strong corroboration of my conviction that the present 
student and faculty ])ody is at a remarkably satisfactory and significantly high state 
of morale. 

The Opera was another highly gratifying event. I was delighted to see how 
many of you were able to attend. There seemed to be several groups of graduates 
that had arranged to have dinner together and then come in a body. Many of you 
have told me afterward that the experience was so delightfully pleasant and that you 
had been so surprised to discover what a finished performance the boys and girls 
presented that even if it had not been your old school you would have enjoyed 
yourselves thoroughly. You even wondered if in your day you had given an equally 
finished and professional performance. I am afraid I am not aide to answer that. 
There were some excellent productions in years past and the general average was 
certainly high; however, I think it is fair to say that this production was well above 
that average. 

When one asks the question ‘‘why?”, I believe that the answer is to be found 
in the same fact that has made the present Clean-Up Day, and in fact many other 
events this year, so satisfyingly successful — namely, we have an unusually under¬ 
standing and skillful staff who have worked together in a most devoted and un¬ 
selfish spirit in single-minded devotion to the principle that boys and girls are at 
heart generous-minded and anxious to contribute the best they can to the common 
good; that they would rather help than hinder and hence should be given plenty of 
opportunities to be of use; that this motive is stronger than the desire to get ahead 
of the others and that therefore one achieves one’s best more often in an atmosphere 
of collaboration than in one of competition and rivalry. It is the faculty’s function 
to create such an atmosphere. 
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The present staff has seemed to me to realize one other thing more fully than 
any other group we have yet had; that is the fact that none of the above objectives 
can be achieved without careful and detailed planning and organization. Certainly 
they have put it into practice better than any other group I can remember. The 
twelve or fourteen committees that functioned so smoothly in putting on the opera 
and the similar group that arranged all the details hack of the Clean-Up Day are 
examples of this. 

There is one other matter that I believe ought to be mentioned in this connect¬ 
ion and that is the ability that the students and staff have shown this year of sharing 
together the planning and responsibility in each of the committees. No one seems 
to have dominated at any point and yet each seemed to function efficiently. 

I do not believe that our unusually strong record achieved by this year’s seniors 
on the College Board exams this spring w^as merely coincidental, for in an atmos¬ 
phere such as we have created and maintained this year it is not surprising that 
both teachers and students do their best work. Certainly the scores on the Boards 
were gratifyingly outstanding. 

Next year Mr. Thomas plans to offer again his unique course in Honors 
English for those students who are able to qualify for this advanced work. Also 
Mr. Allison has found such a high level of achievement and interest in the field of 
Music Major this year that he is planning an advanced music course for next year 
which will include the study of the art and techniques of musical composition. 
Both of these courses will be of interest to the students of outstanding ability, a 
group which is all too often neglected in modern educational institutions. 

I am glad to report that Mr. Nathaniel French is hack from his sabbatical 
year abroad with his family. He paid us a call this week and was of great assistance 
in planning our schedules for next year. It will be a great pleasure to welcome him 
back to his post as Dean of the Faculty, and I feel the School will benefit greatly 
from what he has learned from his wide and stimulating experiences in Europe. 

I know that each of you shared with me a sense of profound sorrow to learn of 
the death of Robert Woodruff, '47, in action in Korea this winter, and also that 
Franklin Dunbaugh, '47, has not been heard from after having been reported 
missing in action when he led his platoon of Marines into enemy territory last 
November. It was hoped that Franklin might have been one of the wounded 
prisoners released in the recent prisoner exchange, but this hope has so far proved 
to be in vain. His family have received from the government a notice of his citation 
for gallantry in action and the award of the Bronze Star Medal. I am sure you 
will join me in extending to the families of these two gallant young men our 
sincerest sympathy. It is hard indeed to face the loss of such well-loved and 
admired comrades, but we can still cling to the hope that in Franklin's case he may 
yet be found in the exchange of prisoners. Both he and Bob have set us an in¬ 
spiring example of how our American young men can meet the supreme test with 
the greatest courage, and they have shown themselves to be worthy of the traditions 
which their families, and I hope the School in some respects at least, have instilled 
in their hearts. They have been an inspiration to every member of our school

BASKETBALL TOURNAMENT TROPHY RESIDES IN KNOLLSLEA 

North Shore Country Day School’s varsity basketball team copped its second 
tournament title in three years of post-season play by winning the first annual 
Mid-West Prep Conference Tournament at Racine Lutheran High School in the 
Wisconsin city. 

Seeded second behind the host school as a result of their second-place finish in 
regular season conference play, the Raiders marched to victory with wins over 
arch-rival Lake Forest Academy 61 to 51 in the first round; over Milwaukee 
Lutheran High School 54 to 41 in the semi-finals, and over Wayland Academy 
50 to 39 in the championship game. 

With the smallest enrollment in the Conference, the North Shore squad 
captured the imagination of the nearly 1,000 fans who watched the two day tourna¬ 
ment as they played their best ball of the season to build up their victory margins 
steadily through each game. 

The Mid West Prep Conference Tournament, although the first for the eight 
schools in the newly-organized athletic association, was actually a continuation of 
the four annual Wayland Academy invitational tournaments of the past four years. 

Entered in the Wayland afiPair for the first time in 1951, the Winnetka school 
walked off with the championship that year also with a final game victory over 
Wayland Academy. In the post-season affair a year ago, the Raiders were 
eliminated in the semi-finals by the 1952 championship Lake Forest Academy team. 

Playing coach Martin J. McCarty’s tight man-to-man defense the North 
Shore players slowed down the fast-breaking offenses of its three opponents early 
in each game while they showed equal ability in handling the man-to-man and zone 
defenses thrown against them. 

As was the case during the regular season, forward Don Taylor and Center 
E. R. Moore paced the North Shore squad’s scoring efforts. But in commenting 
on the games. Coach McCarty singled no individuals out for praise but character¬ 
ized the wins as team victories. 

Named to the 10-man tournament all-star squad from the North Shore 
quintet were: Captain Doug Bard, Moore and Taylor. In post Tournament 
ceremonies Bard was presented the Tournament trophy which he, in turn, pre¬ 
sented to the school on behalf of the squad in Monday’s Morning Exercise, the 
School’s daily assembly. 

Members of the Tournament squad were: Bard, Moore, Taylor, Mike Wallace 
and Rufus Jeffris. 

The three Tournament victories gave the squad a record of twenty victories 
and three losses for the season.

WONDERFUL TRIP!! 

Dear Alumni: 

Peg has gone away for the day leaving me with the second most wonderful 
woman in the world, my six year old daughter. This in theory I love, but in fact it 
oppresses me to remember that tomorrow is the deadline set hy your editor while 
today the lesson of every father — his utter incompetence and insignificance in the 
presence of his own young children — is surely my lot. Nor can there be solace in 
martyrdom. I am still on sabbatical leave and cannot plead responsibility for the 
youth of the nation, strain of important meetings, nor over-wrought nerves in a 
world of chaos. 

Before this becomes set in a tone of pathos let me admit that I have nothing 
to complain of and everything to give thanks for. On July 23, 1952, we boarded 
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the old Cunarder, Ascania, at Montreal bound for Liverpool. On April 23, 1953, 
we were “side walk superintendents”, or their sea-going counterparts, when the 
Flandre gently nudged the French Line pier in New York City. (Both days were 
warm and sunny!) During the nine months between these dates we saw, felt, and 
loved a fair portion of the British Isles and Europe. We bought a ten-horse-power 
English Hillman, stuffed in too much baggage and two children, and drove it 
15,000 miles. We rented a flat outside London for long enough to make many 
friends in the little village of Crowthorne; and a house outside Paris for long 
enough to rate a wedding invitation when a neighborhood farmer’s daughter was 
married. Here and now my daughter gets in my hair when she might be outside 
enjoying the New England spring on the side of Pack Monadnock, where we are 
staying with my mother before going to Maine for the summer. 

In the British Isles we perhaps missed a lot but not the Cowes Regatta at the 
Isle of Wight, some wonderful evenings in the pub at Wylie on the edge of the 
Salisbury Plain, Lynton and Lynmouth on the morning before last summer’s 
disastrous flood, the pristine swans on the murk of the River in Dublin, an after¬ 
noon with an Irish family in County Sligo where cooking was done on the peat 
fire and housekeeping was complicated by the fact that the living room was shared 
by the live stock, a playful half-hour with semi-wild donkeys in Donegal which 
came to an end when one overaffectionate beast took a bite out of Peg’s shoulder, 
the view from the Castle of Princes Street in Edinburgh, the drive down through 
wild rain to Glen Coe, a quiet moment at the probable graves of Duncan and 
Macbeth on Iona, a discussion of the proper words for the song with a forester at 
Luss on Loch Lomond, feeding the birds who come to Wordsworth’s window at 
Grasmere. Nor did we skip Westminster Abbey, Canterbury, Salisbury, Wells 
(the finest of all), St. David’s in Wales, Stone Henge, Oxford, Cambridge, etc. 

Living in a small English village was quiet and calm but no less a series of 
daily adventures. I spent a good many days in schools, both the famous long 
established “Public” schools and the important but unheralded state supported 
schools. This was fascinating and for me valuable, but it was not an experience 
I can pass on in easy generalization. For one day I followed a history teacher 
who was better than I thought history teachers could be, and in the same school 
was another history teacher offering only confusion and frustration. In another 
school a lecture to two hundred odd fifteen-year-old boys was followed by a tutorial 
for three boys. After a day in a school where only one room boasted electricity 
and none heat, I next visited a building equipped with excellent lighting devices 
and radiant heat. There is evidence that English families are willing to make deep 
sacrifices to get for their children the best education available, eating deeply into 
capital which under current taxes will not be easily replaced, and there are boys 
leaving school at fifteen in order to help support the family. Where such differences 
exist it is hard to find a generally descriptive statement. 

We mushed through an English fog to Dover immediately after Christmas, 
spent New Year’s in France, celebrating with dictionary in one hand and “book 
of useful phrases” in the other. And then to Paris. We put our English ration 
books on the mantel piece, forgot the budget, and began to gain weight at an 
appalling speed. Six weeks of sight-seeing and visiting with neighbors and those 
whom we met in the city, served as an introduction to this fascinating city. But 
we decided to go south and come back later when the weather would be better. 
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I will spare you the travelogue, but on the slightest excuse will show my 
pictures of the loveliest spot in Switerzerland, the family celebrating Washington's 
Birthday with a swim in the blue, blue Mediterranean, a tiny walled town in 
southern France, or Italy, the ruins at Pompeii, a gondola-goon’s eye view of 
Venice, where once was the bridge at Arles, or where still is the bridge at Avignon. 
And I would like the chance to urge you to wander in the Dordogne Valley, to see 
the pre-historic caves at Lascaux, to dream away a lifetime at Chenonceaux on 
the Loire, to beware of the tourist traps at Mont St. Michel but to go and find a 
chance to sing chords in its topmost chapel there just to hear them echo through 
a my raid of moods. Given a chance theere are comments bursting from our 
seams which for us paint the people of Europe. The French we found more 
honest than even they will claim for one another, more friendly than grasping 
of our wealth (?), for more willing than Illinoisians to take extra trouble to help 
you find the hidden hotel or patisserie, and of course full of a fierce individualism 
which we found even at Notre Dame in the Easter service. The Swiss admittedly 
live from tourist trade, but they do this without the usual loss of dignity which 
attends the serving of the whims of others. The Italians begged our disapproval 
by attempts to break into our car and by stealing a camera. The southern climes 
produced a personality more responsive to human deesires than we found in the 
northern districts. 

But the lovely little blonde is back again, and the postman knocks but once.
